Tin powers conferred upon M. Von 
Der Launitz, prefect of police, and M. 
Zinavietf, governor 
of the province 
are little short of those of petty dic­ 
tators. 
Searches and arrests can be 
m ade without process 
of law, news­ 
papers forced to suspend publication 
and persons deported by administra­ 
tive order without trial. 
Public and 
private m eetings are forbidden. Those 
arrested may, if it is desired, be tried 
by 
military 
court 
and 
summarily 
executed. 
The only 
real difference 
between “extraordinary security” and 
full martial law is that pow rn is ex­ 
ercised by the so-called civil instead 
of military authority. 
Although the news of the dissolu­ 
tion of parliam ent spread 
like wk 1- 
flre am ong the m em bers of the va 
rious 
political 
organizations, 
Hic 
m asses 
here 
generally arc 
hardly 
awake to the momentous event. 
Tile 
news travelled fast in the country and 
the general 
expectation is thai 
the 
peasantry, accepting the dispersal of 
parliam ent as the final blow to their 
hopes, will arise en masse. 
The proletariat organizations have 
been preparing for m onths 
for just 
such provocation to declare open war. 
It is impossible 
to describe the con­ 
sternation with which 
the Constitu­ 
tional Democrats 
learned the news. 
Although it has been bruited for the 
past three days, 
the ukase 
was r e ­ 
ceived by them in blank amazement. 


Parliament Not Afraid. 


Even Saturday n ight’s caucus did not 
believe the government would dare to 
take the threatened step and seriously 
d i s c a s e d the attitude to he taken to­ 
wards Minister of the interior Stoly­ 
pln when he appeared in parliament to 
answ er 
interpellations. 
The govern­ 
ment undoubtedly calculated on catch­ 
ing tin* opposition oft its guard, hut if 
it expect od to strike

h earts of the m em b ers of parliament 
ft lias failed signally. 
Some time ago 
when 
dissoliftion seemed 
Imminent 
the various groups of . the opposition 


virtually agreed

am ple of t Heir French compatriots of 
the s t a fes general and meet. if driven 
out of the Tam Ido palace, wherever

a constitution was 
firmly es­ 
tablished.

Intellectuals Have No Weapons. 


T h e Constitutional Democrats and 
intellectuals generally recognize th a t 
th ey have no weapons with which to 
fight the 
government bayonets.

fall to the proletariat. 
This the So­ 
cial Democrats and the Group of Toil 
in parliament all along 
have recog­ 
nized, and the most ela borate prepara­ 
tions have been m ade to repeat, the 
tactics of last fall and paralyze the 
country with a general strike.

and involve not only tile paralysis of

against itself. 
A council of w o rk m e n ’s deputies a1 
ready lias been elected at Moscow and 
with a similar

T he leaders at a re­

throughout the em pire warning them

strike gradually and carefully, avoid­ 
ing collisions at. th e 
beginning. 
M. 
Chernoff, who escaped 
Friday from 
the offices of the Misla when a raid 
w as m ade ii)ran a sitting of the cen­ 
tral committee of the Social Revolu­ 
tionary party which was being held 
there, is regarded as one of their most 
skilful leaders. 
While M. Stolvpin, who succeeds M. 
C om my kin as premier, undoubtedly is 
a much stronger man than his prede­ 
cessor, he probably will be unequal to 
the 
task 
of 
piloting 
the 
country 
through the 
revolutionary upheaval 
which is just ahead and the general 
belief 
is that 
a dictatorship 
must 
come soon.

Things happened with a vengeance af­ 
er that hour. 
T h e shock over, I dress- 
d, ate a little breakfast and started for 
city. 
T h e “ Key 
he city. 
T h e “ Key Route” electric 
rains were not running, the|power house 
>eing wrecked. 
T he S o u the rn Pacific 
iteam trains were on usual time b ut were 
'efusing passage to the city, the down 
;rains not stopping at our station. 
I 
boarded an up train to the end of tho 
inc where I forced my way on board 
a 
lown train and soon reached the g r e a t ­ 
est theatre of tragedy the world has 
sver known. 
Passing through Berkeley 
and Oakland, wrecked buildings 
and 
chimneys were seen on every hand: the 
freight sheds and docks along the water 
front on both silk- of til*' bay were de 
molished, b u t the Ferry terminals wore 
not seriously damaged and landings 
were made as usual. 
Many (ires were 
under way in th e city when 
I arrived. 
“South of M a r k e t” was 
in flames 
in 
many places. 
Market, California, S a c ­ 
ramento and Commercial streets were 
impassable and I wont up Clay to Mont 
ginnery and thence to California to my 
oft!ce to note conditions and put papers 
in my safe, wondering if I would 
be 
,hemmed in by the tires. 
A tire engine 
flashed down Sacramento street a t furi 


o h s speed a s I passed, and e n c o u n te r­ 
ing obstructions of wreckage, undertook 
to turn into Leidesdorf, when the horses 
were thrown. 
I stopped long enough to 
remonstrate with the driver, who a p ­ 
peared greatly excited, and to tell him 
to keep cool. 
Fires were springing up 
in various directions between there and 
the water front and the seriousness of 
the situation became more intense with 
each passing moment and I feared p a n ­ 
ic. 
I went to the telephone and 
tele­ 
graph offices hoping to wire friends, b u t 
all wires were down. 
I th en s ta rte d on 
a tour of observation. 
The shock had 
evidently been much heavier th a n in 
Berkeley. 
S treets were cracked, great 
stone flags in the side walks broken and 
thrown out of place, pavements raised 
several feet in plaeesand sunk in others 
car tracks throw n this way and th at, no 
cars running, power stations wrecked, 
tracks impassable, anil cable slots clos­ 
ed. 
One m u s t walk and could only see 
wfiat he could reach on foot. G a s w o r k s 
blown up and street mains exploded, 
throwing up great blocks of pavement,

wrecked, fallen walls obstructing tho 
side-walks and in many places to the 
middle of th e street, with bricks, stone, 
timbers and wires. 
W ater mains brok 
en and 
the water supply c u t off. 
T he 
wreckage h a d broken and short-circuit 
ed th ou sa n d s of electric wires and, in 
stead of s h u ttin g off the currents a t the 
power stations, theyjwere allow ed to run 
nearly an hour, setting tires in every d i ­ 
rection. 
T h e tire companies were called 
out and clambered over debris to find no 
water and were powerless. 
Chief Sulli­ 
van was out of commission, the coping 
of the California Hotel having fallen 
th ro u g h 
where he slept, crushing him anil his 
wife in bed. 
He died a couple of days 
later, ignorant of this terrible d e s t r u c ­ 
tion, and his wife is dangerously 
in ju r­ 
ed. 
Dangling “live” wires were killing 
people and animals in the streets, among 
th em a Texas steer broke loose from tho 
stock yards and 
running amuck. 
C iti­ 
zens an d property owners stood in help 


lee awe, with empty hand and blanched 
faces, watching the progress of tho 
flames they were powerless to check; 
encouraged at one moment by the hope 
that this or that street would mark 
their boundary, 
hopes that were dash­ 
ed as the flames leaped across and at­ 
tacked another square. 
Tho military from the Presido was 
early on the ground and 
rapidly distri­ 
buted over the wrecked and burning 
city and stationed with fixed bayonets 
at points of danger and in front of the 
banks. 
Martial law was proclaimed and 
saloons wore ordered closed, 
in San 
Francisco, Oakland and Berkeley, with 
orders to shoot any one found selling or 
giving out liquors an d to confiscate and 
destroy liquors exposed. 
A wholesale 
liquor company had rolled hundreds of 
barrels of liquors into tho street, b u t 
learning of this order, they were rolled 
back into the cellars and were saved. 
Looting was u n d er way on an extensive 
scale and stores were reported siezed by 
tile mobs, and orders were given tho 
troops to shoot all found stealing. 
O r ­ 
der was th u s soon restored. 
I walked th a t day until I was lame; 
from one street to another, one scene to 
another, wondering if it was not all a 
dream from w h ich 
I would presently 
awake. Buildings, streets, people,every­ 
thing seemed wierd and unnatural, and 
as I passed from wreck to wreck and 
saw the flames roll 
from building to 
building and block to block, the words 
continually ran th r o u g h may mind: 
Nothing 
counts.” 
Gold seemed bu t 
dross, 
diamonds b u t 
pebbles. 
Back 
very close to the primitive, how little 
human elTorts amounted to and how 
readily set at n a u g h t. 
Centuries of in- 
vestion, plans an d toil counted for n o th ­ 
ing and were wiped out.in the twinkling 
of an eye. 
It is truly 
but a step from 
human accomplishment to total an n ih i­ 
lation: from a world of life and business 
activity to chaos.
